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Appeals Court Reverses Ruling 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(U PI) 
— The Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles cannot take away your driver’s license for 
being an habitual traffic offender without throughoutly 
documenting its case, the Indiana Court of Appeals, 
Third District, ruled Tuesday. 
The court reversed an Elkhart Circuit Court ruling 
that went in favor of the BMV and against Arthur Ray 
Craigo. The sole question was sufficiency of evidence. 
The state court said BMV provided an affidavit was 
incomplete in not listing the dates of the offenses, nor 
full descriptions of the convictions. 
“ The defendant is entitled to be informed of where, 
when and in what court such convictions occurred,” the 
appeals court said in reversing Judge Aldo J. Simpson. 


Files Suit On Highway Funding 


INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — Gov. Otis R. Bowen and the 
Indiana State Highway Commission today filed suit 
against the federal government in an effort to pry loose 
more than $180 million in frozen highway funds. 
The state announced recently it intended to file such a 
suit The suit w as filed in Southern Indiana District 
Court here. 
The action for a declaratory judgment and injunction 
charged that the governm ent failed to distribute federal 
funds for highway and mass transit construction in 
violation of the F ed eral Aid Highway Act. 
Indiana contended the government impounded the 
highway trust fund money earmarked for Indiana and 
refused to release it. The amount withheld w as placed at 
$181,217,157. 


Would Halt Engineers ‘Takeover’ 


INDIANAPOLIS

Engineers was asked today by Gov. Otis R. Bowen to 
halt a program of “ taking over” Indiana rivers and 
streams. 
Bowen charged that the engineers have declared 
numerous rivers and stream s in this and other states as 
“ navigable” and thus subject to extensive regulatory 
authnritv 
Guidelines for determ ining navigability “ a re so broad, 
general and am biguous that it appears obvious that a 
a ‘determination of navigability’ may be m ade with 
respect to virtually every river, stream or rivulet in tne 
United States at the sole discretion of the chief of 
engineers.” 
Bowen’s request w as sent to Army Secretary Howard 
Calloway and congressm en.

DAKAR, Senegal (UPI) — 
Developing nations from Asia, 
Latin America and Africa today 
dem anded changes in global 
trading patterns and establish­ 
ment of a cartel that could fix 
higher prices for raw material 
exports to the industrialized 
West. 
Senegal 
President 
Leopold 
Sedar Senghor formally opened 
the five-day session by urging 
the delegates from HO nations 
to form an organization similar 
to the 
Arab 
oil 
producers’ 
cartel. 
“For too long the advanced 
nations have been favored,” he 
said. 
“We in the Third World have 
to use our natural resources to 
break the traditional patterns 
of world trade. Only through 
concerted action can the Third 
World achieve the changes and 
desired action by the great 
majority of hum anity.” 
The delegates invited only 
three 
outside 
observers 
— 
Austria, Finland and Sweden. 
Neutral observers in Dakar 
said formal and final policies 
are not expected to emerge 
from the conference because of 
the huge gap between demands 
by the radical groups of Third 
World nations led by Algeria 
and the moderates, headed by 
Yugoslavia 
and 
the 
UN. 
Development organization. 
Algeria and the rest of the 
radical group want developing 
countries to establish cartels 
for all prim ary products in the 
same way as the oil producing 
states in the Organization of Oil 
Exporting Countries.

"I like to read,” he told a 
reporter once.

There are more ways than one 
to kill proposals in the General 
Assembly, fortunately. 
Otherwise 
we 
m ight 
be 
inundated with the flood of new 
laws. The Bible was able to 
condense all rules governing 
human behavior into the 297 
words of the Ten Comandments, 
or even the condensed version 
contained in the Golden Rule. 
Man has been expanding on the 
basic rules by legislative action 
ever since. Indiana has some 
8.000 printed pages of current 
laws, and can expect another 
2.000 out of the present session. 
It has frequently been said in 
jest that legislators should be 
required to repeal two old laws 
for every new one enacted. The 
Indiana Code was designed, and 
succeeded in uncovering many 
obsolete and unenforced old 
laws. Yet, little has been done to 
elim inate outdated statu tes 
from our laws. 
Representative John Blevins 
of Anderson has introduced a 
bill to repeal several obsolete 
laws. Included are such subjects 
as ferries, lighting, grist mill 
regulation, and the W ilbur 
W right 
Commission 
which 
completed its assigned task. 
The bill only attacks the tip of 
the iceberg, but is a start in the 
right direction. 
Meanwhile, 
another 
bill, 
introduced in previous sessions 
without success, could provide 
u n l i m i t e d 
h e a d a c h e s . 
P resently, 
every 
bill 
or 
resolution dies at the end of a 
session unless passed by both 
cham bers. Many m easures 
have passed both sides with 
slight differences, only to be 
caught in conference committee 
logjams during closing hours of 
the session. Others die, buried in 
committees. 
Most proposals rep resen t 
many hours of legal research 
and draftsmanship. To survive, 
they must be given new life, 
reintroduced in a new session. 
Bills have been introduced in 
recent sessions to change rules. 
Every legislative proposal, not 
passed or defeated by a floor 
vote, would remain alive to be 
considered during the next 
session. 


Under current, rules, many 
bills are never reported out of 
committee, and die. Both the 
speaker of the House and 
President pro-tem of the Senate 
can effectively kill a measure 
by failing- to call it down for a 
vote. It takes an overwhelming 
vote of members to over-rule 
such decisions. Bills can be 
passed and become law, but left 
unfunded in the budget, and 
therefore ineffective. They can 
be rerouted and made subjects 
for further interim studies. 
If bills remained alive for 
future sessions, it would create 
unlimited confusion. The 1971 
legislature had a record 1,688 
bills introduced, of which, 499 
were passed, eleven vetos 
exercised and 488 new laws 
added. Some 1,189 failed to 
make the grade, with few ac­ 
tually voted down. 


The 1972 session considered 
794 bills, with 549 not making the 
grade. Some 1,261 were in­ 
troduced in the 1973 session, 
with 901 dying by the wayside. 
The 1974 session permitted 530 
of the 697 proposals to expire, 
passing only 167. To date, the 
1975 session has 584 Senate bills 
under consideration and 690 in 
the House with 
the filing 
deadline still ahead. 


Of the 1,217 bills being con­ 
sidered, only about 20 per cent 
stand any chance of becoming 
law in the politically divided 
session. A high of over thirty per 
cent became law in the 1971 
session, below the 39 per cent 
success ratio in the 1965 General 
Assembly. The trend has been 
downward, dropping to 22.8 per 
cent in 1974. We can expect 
approximately 247 laws from 
the current session. 


Estimating for this session, it 
would mean that 4,139 bills 
introduced since 1971 failed to 
become 
law s, 
while 
1,518 
became law. Actually, many of 
the 4,139 were duplicates, 
reintroduced 
afte r 
failure. 
However, it would be impossible 
to give adequate consideration 
to the backlog of bills if they 
rem ained 
alive 
between 
sessions.

million other religious books. 
Eighty per cent of the families 
own at least one Bible, while 20 
per cent of them have none in 
the home. 
Let pastors and laymen who 
lead the church be alert and 
open 
in 
developing 
new 
programs to meet the needs of 
their com m unities in these 
discouraging times. While the 
economy is down, the spirit of 
the church does not have to be. 
People who are depressed in 
many areas of life should be 
able to find help and inspiration 
in the church. The months 
ahead could well be the most 
effective period of ministry that 
the church in American has had 
in several decades. May we not 
miss the opportunity to witness 
for Christ in loving and caring 
for burdened humanity.

Amish Help Establish 
Biggest Cheese Plant 


NEW 
WILMINGTON, 
Pa. 
(UPI) — When Jack Marti 
began 
expanding 
his 
Swiss 
cheese plant into the biggest ir 
the world, he didn’t dare touch 
the horse barn which stands 
next to a new milk processor. 
About 25 of his employes use 
the barn for the horses thai 
bring them to work in wooden 
buggies. The men are Amish 
Their religion doesn’t permit 
them to own or drive automobi­ 
les. 
Marti adm its the contrast is 
great between the horse and 
buggies parked next to modern 
deisel trucks depositing milk 
from nearby farm s. But he 
owes his business and part of 
his success to the Amish. 
As 
Marti 
tells 
it, 
Amish 
farm ers 
set 
up 
a 
milk 
cooperative here about 30 years 
ago to sell the products from 
their dairy farms. But in 1955 
Pennsylvania established guide­ 
lines for refrigerating milk. 
The requirements meant elec­ 
tric cooling and the Amish —a 
religious sect descendent from 
the Mennonite Church —are not 
permitted to use electricity or 
many other conveniences of 
modern American life because 
it does not conform to their 
beliefs of remaining close to 
nature. 
So a group of Amish farmers 
lent Marti enough money to 
build a milk distributing plant 
so they would not have to 
travel to deposit their products 
or hire trucks to transport their 
milk. 
“Well, I guess you could say 
I needed them and they needed 
m e,” Marti said in the waiting 
room of his newly completed 
offices 
A few years later, 
Marti 
began making cheese from the 
milk. Today, his plant produces 
from 60,000 to 80,000 pounds of 
cheese 
a 
day 
which 
is 
distributed across the nation to 
wholesalers. 
He employs 70 workers and 
25 of them are Amish, many 
the sons of his original financial 
backers. 
The Amish dress in the same 
blue jeans and white aprons as 
the other workers in the plant, 
but their beards and 
wide- 
brimmed dark hats set them 
apart. 
The Amish workers are more 
aware of current events than 
their brothers who work on 
Amish farms or their sisters 
who spend much of their time 
baking over kerosene ovens No 
Amish own radios or televi­

Minnesota Cobbler’s Shop 
Brings Fairy Tale To Life 


WATERTOWN, Minn. (U P I) 
— Stooped over a bench, hard 
at work in a ramshackle shop 
in th is ru stic southern M in­ 
nesota community, is a little 
white-haired man who 
looks 
like someone out of a fairy tale. 
In fact, fairy tale aficionados 
probably recall the story of the 
poor, 
but 
good-hearted, 
old 
cobbler who had no money for 
leather until some elves 
re­ 
turned a kindness and made 
shoes for him in the secrecy of 
the 
night 
to 
change 
his 
fortunes. 
Reinhardt Hoffman, the'1' 82- 
year-old 
proprietor 
of 
Hoff­ 
m an’s Harness and Shoe Repair 
Shop, could be that old cobbler. 
Born in a village in central 
Russia in 1892, Hoffman cam e 
to Am erica in 1913 and has 
quietly 
repaired 
shoes 
ever 
since. 
The 
shoe 
repairman 
can 
alm ost be considered a barom e­ 
ter of the state of the nation, 
especially 
now 
when 
tight 
budgets are forcing persons to 
sacrifice things like that new 
pair of shoes and make do with 
the old ones. 
“ Business picked up three- 
four 
years 
ago when 
shoes 


started going h igh,” Hoffman 
recalls, “but m ore were coming 
in through my door starting 
last summer.” 
Hoffman is proud of his work 
and the business he built and 
his story embodies much of the 
early American experience. 
After landing in Maine, he 
worked on a railroad and ended 
up in Winnipeg before heading 
into 
Minnesota’s 
wilderness 
through International Falls. He 
began working as a farmhand 
in the Minneapolis area, but he 
was saving every cent to buy a 
shoe repair business. 
“I learned the trade in the 
old country when I was 14 — 
just naturally attracted to it, I 
guess,” he said 
“ But it’s a 
trade you can’t m aster. There’s 
always 
something 
new 
co­ 
ming ” 
Hoffman bought his business 
in 
1929 and 
moved 
it from 
Waverly, Minn., to Watertown. 
“I used to stay here from 
6:30 to 11:30 at night sewing 
new 
harnesses," 
he 
said. 
“During the day I would repair 
other 
harnesses, 
but 
after 
business hours I could turn out 
one new harness a night.” 
He made the last one in 1940. 


After that there was no more 
demand. 
In the corner of the shop sits 
an old-tim e shoeshine stand, a 
relic of prohibition days. 
“Every Saturday night I was 
busy shining shoes one after 
another,” he said. “But when 
prohibition went out, it stopped 
just like that. They got shined 
on the inside instead of on the 
outside.” 
The cost of repairing worn 
shoes has skyrocketed. In a 
m atter of three years, Hoffman 
has 
raised 
his 
charges 
for 
resoling from $1.50 to $4, with 
new heels up from 50 cents to 
$2. 
He 
says 
that’s 
nothing 
compared 
with 
“big 
city 
prices.” 
Hoffman 
is 
not 
that 
con­ 
cerned with profits, however. 
“ When I ju st started I made 
all of $2,000,” he said “I felt I 
was a rich man when I made 
$6,000 and didn’t want to work 
anym ore.” 
Hoffman and his late wife 
raised two adopted daughters, 
but there is no son to carry on 
his heritage. Instead he took in 
a bearded young man specializ­ 
ing in upholstery, John Souza, 
to “take over the place when 


the time comes.” 
“ He wants to work so I put 
him to work,” is how Hoffman 
explains it, but he adds, 
“I 
m ade John my son.” 
As 
for 
retiring, 
“ I 
retire 
every day at 5 p.m .” 


WASHINGTON

Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said today the West­ 
ern industrial powers can bring 
down the inflated world price of 
oil by simply making it even 
more expensive to buy inside 
their own borders. 
Kissinger, in a speech pre­ 
pared for a luncheon at the 
National 
P ress 
Club, 
said 
reduced consumption already 
has prompted the oil producing 
nations to shut down a fourth of 
their capacity —about 9 million 
barrels a day —to keep the 
price constant. 
“No cartel is so insulated 
from economic conditions that 
its price structure is invulnera­ 
ble to a transformation of the 
m arket,” he said in a rallying 
call to oil-consuming nations to 
crack 
the 
price 
structure 
imposed by the oil producers. 
The next step for the oil 
consuming 
nations, he 
said, 
must be to “ ex e rt powerful 
pressures on the inflated price” 
of oil by encouraging conserva­ 
tion and development of alter­ 
native sources of energy. 
In a speech Kissinger noted 
that President Ford wants to 
use a 
“floor price or other 
appropriate m easures” to keep 
domestic oil prices high enough 
to make the development of 
altern ativ e 
energy 
sources 
economically feasible. He said 
other large industrial nations 
should do the sam e. 
“The m ajor importing nations 
should agree that they will not 
allow imported oil to be sold 
domestically at prices which 
would m ake those new sources 
noncompetitive,” he said.

Such a protected price, he 
said, could then be a “point of 
re fe re n c e 
for 
an

m ent” and the industrialized 
countries “should be prepared 
to offer producers an assured 
price for some definite period 
so

as

lower 
than

Kissinger said it would then 
be up to the oil producers, 
some of whom already are 
“shaving 
prices to keep 
up 
their revenue and their share of 
the m ark et,” to decide how 
they want to play it. 
“The longer OPEC waits, the 
stronger our bargaining posi­ 
tion becom es,” Kissinger said, 
providing that 
the industrial 
countries put up a solid front. 
He said the OPEC nations 
“can accep t a significant price 
redu ction now in return for 
stability over a longer period, 
or they can run the risk of a 
dram atic break in prices when 
the 
program 
of 
alternative 
sources begins to pay off.” 
Kissinger said the consuming 
nations could achieve this in 
one of two w ays: 
’’The 
consumer 
nations 


im - 
could 
agree 
to 
establish 
com m on floor p rice for 
ports, to be implemented by 
each country through methods 
of its own choosing such as 
import tariffs, variable levies 
or quotas. Each country would 
thus be free to obtain balance 
of payments and tax benefits, 
without restimulating consump­ 
tion, if the international price 
falls below agreed levels.” 
—Or, member nations of the 
International 
Energy 
Agency 
could establish a common tariff 
on oil imports. “Such a tariff 
could be set at moderate levels 
and phased in gradually as the 
need arises.” 
Kissinger 
said 
the 
United 
States plans to make a m ajor 
proposal 
at 
the 
meeting 
in 
Paris beginning Wednesday of 
IEA representatives that will 
accomplish the desired objec­ 
tives. 
He emphasized, however, that 
all of the m ajor oil consuming 
countries of the 
West 
must 
stand together because “no one 
country can solve the problem 
alone.” 
He said the industrial nations 
must “demonstrate the political 


will to act effectively in all 
areas,” or the OPEC countries 
“ will be fu rth er tem pted to 
take further advantage of our 
vulnerability.”
